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10. Air force Uajor Qraffin (fnu) functioned as a political officer 
in the officers' nesohall. The picture of 23-ycar-old Sergeant 
Abraraov (fnu) who was praised as an excellent jet aircraft pilot, 
was posted on the nosshall bulletin board,. On 17 August, Junior 
Lieutenant Tankovich (fnu), formerly chief of tho officers' mess- 
ha.ll, returned from leave® 

11® from 9 to 11 aji, on 11 August, two groups of 10 jot bombers each 
were observed parted at the field. A twin-engine type Pe-2 low-wing 
monoplane and a biplane were seen aloft. Trucksl

12® from 1C a.m 0 to noon on 21 August, about 20 jet bombers were seen couth 
of the hangar at the field. A biplane towing a sleeve targe J , while 
circling over the field was fired at by machine guns from tho vicinity 
of Annhof. The jet bombers did not fly. 

13. From Os 30 to 9 f 30 a.s, on 21 August^, 11 jet bombers parked in a row south 
of the large hangar of the field and 12 other jet bombers parked at the 
intersection of the two runways were observed from the southern edge of 
the field. The location of the radio installation had not changed. 
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lit. On 22 August, 12 jet bombers were observed, parted in a line at the inter- 
section of t!ie two rurr.vays and 9 to 7 other jet bombers south of the hangar.

from the northern end of the runway is approximately 5 Ion. Since the 
installation is located exactly in the extension of the runway and its 
setup is the same as that of radio installation observed at fields occu- 
pied by fighters, it is believed that it is the outer landing beacon. 

(2) From tho type and number of aircraft (type 2?) observed' at the field it 
is believed tnat Cyaniontourg airfield is still occupied by a bomber regi- 
ment, The regiment is equipped with about >0 type 27s. 

(3) It is believed that, in connection with air force exercises, fighters were 

temporarily stationed in n r anionburg» There are no indications that a 
fighter regiment has been transferred there.
